1.  I  was  taJeon  prisoner  at  SORSvIM  on  27  Apr.  45  at  ap'oroxim'-tcly 
0830  hours,  together  with  eleven  other  RAA?  personnel,  m^mhers 

of  the  crovr  of  a  Liberator  bomber  commj-uidcd  by  S/Ldr  J.  A.Wawn. 

After  o-pturc  S/Ldr  WA’.'.r,  I/O  SYKES  and  self  w  re  senarated  from 
the  rest  of  the  p  rty,  hand-cuffed,  blindfolded,  logs  tied  and 
hands  tiod  behind  our  oacks.  So  trusjod  wo  were  olacod  on  tho  floor 
of  a  truck  and  driven  over  vory  rough  road  for  a,  period  of  eight  hours. 

If  we  moved  in  any  vr.y  wo  wore  struck  v;ith  a  rifle  butt.  Immediately 
after  this  wo  wore  r^ain  oopr.ratcd  and  Japanese  moved  round  and  kicked  and 
bo.at  us  for  ono  hour,  then  wo  v;oro  interrogated  by  several  Japanese 
Officers  -'nd  threatened  with  death  if  we  were  fovjid  not  to  tell  tho 
tjmth,  I  vra^  then  knocked  into  insensibility  v/ith  a,  ini.bber  truncheon  and 
vrhon  I  had  almost  come  to  talcen  outside,  had  my  head  laved  on,  a  block  ond 
a  Japanese  drew  and  raised  his  sv/ord  as  though  to  eocecuta  mo  but  he  did 
not  do  no.  By  this  time  it  v'as  -bout  0300  hours  next  day  -^nd  I  v/as  tiod 
up  tight  and  loft  that  way  for  the  rest  of  the  night.  I  v/as  unable 
at  this  stage  to  identify  porsoiv^lly  any  of  the  Japanese  concerned  in  this 
treatment.  Wo  wore  further  illtroa.tcd  at  SOEklBA  by  various  frightening 
ruses  calculated  to  ma-kc  us  believe  wo  were  to  bo  cxocuted,  tortured  and 
ba.yonotod. 

2.  Jo  wore  ta,l:on  to  S03MRn.VJA,  where  wo  remained  for  three  weoks, 
being  well  trc<atod  and  then  moved  to  BATAVIA,  arriving  there  in f'c 
middle  of  Juno. 


3.  At  CYCLE  CajHD,  BATAVIA  I  i,.r.n  interrogated  by  a  Japanese  whom  wo 
knew  a.o  tho  "BASHER” ,  a,  thick  set  man  who  prld.ed  himself  s  an  cxDonont 
of  ju-jitsu.  Early  in  July  the  "B.-.SKER"  made  me  sit  in  a  chnir  and 
severely  bashed  me  v/ith  a  woodon  sword,  finally  kiiocxing  mo  off  the 
chnlr  onto  concrete.  Tho  Japanese  TCO  who  w- s  with  him,  in  his  •orosonco, 
then  continued  t?\e  bashing  with  a,  ru.b>'er  slipper  v/hilst  I  was  or'  the 
ground.  As  a  nosult  of  this  my  face  became  painf-ully  swollvon  to  such 
ar.  extent  that  at  first  I  wan  not  rccognizod  by  my  follovr  P.  W.

a  rubber  alipper.  his  face  vrs  very  av/ollon  and  one  eye  particularly 
was  flaming  rod  end  in  shocking  condition. 

6.  About  thia  time  also  I  remember  soeiiig  Sgts  McIiOIRhZY  and 
MilLOiTIY'  after  they  had  been  subjected  to  a  treatment  v'harcin  they 
were  mr,do  to  lay  their  handc  palm  dOvr'.  on  the  t-.tle  a:ad  repeatedly  hit 
on  each  fingor  nr.il  in  Buccesaion.  Their  iiails  were  flattened  and 
broken  rn.d  thc.y  v/oro  in  much  pain.
